Even as “peace

victories as 
well as war,” so has 
peace heroes 
men who in the lino of daily duty lay 
their lives in the balance, and not in­ 
frequently pay with their lives. 
Heroes of peace , these

face death in tile spirit of the Psalm: 
“I will fear no evil, 
for Thou art 
with me.” 


P R A Y E R S FOR PEACE. 


The trouble with the 
official pray­ 
ers to tile I,ord of Hosts in the war 
ring countries is that 
they 
all ask 
victory over enemies 
who, 
like the 
pet Honers, ar fighting for what they 
believe to bo a just cause. And none 
of them seem to 
have 
any concep­ 
tion of right beyond that expressed in 
Hob Roy’s maxim: 
“He 
shall take 
who may and he shall hold who can.” 


even without the hoped for leaven of 
returning bull moosers; thai it was 
more progressive in 1912 than iti ever

Again, there is reason to doubt if 
the progressives could control the re­ 
publican organization,

should return, for the reason that the

its national committee. 
The commit­ 
tee which will dominate tilt 1916 con­ 
vention was elected by the 1912 con-

Thorough and constant culture, with 
the removal and burning of rubbish, 
diseased fruit, etc., with the practice 
of fail plowing, will almost certainly 
lessen the number of destructive in­ 
sects. 
Constant cropping of large 
areas of land year after year to the 
same staple is largely responsible for 
tile excessive loss from insects in this 
country as compared with Europe.
